om SCHOOL SYSTEM 


Last week was Eduration week 
in Alberta, and throughout the Frov 
i:.cc on the preceding Sunday talk* 
end sermons on Eduration were 
given in almost count’ess pulpits in 
churches of every denomination, nail 
1 oturo halls of numerous organiz.it 
ion of \i rious kinds. 

The subjet of education was tre it 
ed from various standp in'.b, -11 In 
an endeavor ti impress upon the 
r pulace A3 a who'o the absolute nec 
essity of r. good education for the 
youth cf the land if we are to carry 
«»u buccc.si’fully as \vj have C. nc in 
the past. And statistics are really 
surprising as to the number cf b .y 
and girls who leave sc’ rol as soon s 
the law w 11 permit, and are ren' out 
into the world with a grade scho 1 
education or less in compfliliop with 
High School and College gradua es. 
What is the tosult? As vi ter f n > 
its level s»o these unfortunates in the 
majority of case's go down and d -wn 
until they bee. mo d; ^ourrg.d, dis¬ 
gruntled an continual kickers, and 
bay the world is unfair and *Muy 
ain’t never fc..d no chanco.” 

We ’.re we’l aware that thero a e 
many men and women today who 
arc successful with only a limited 
education but they have climbe 1 to 
the top despitj these handicaps, ar.d 
have builded on long experience and 
very often costly lesrons. How mu - h 
better their present position, and how 
much easier their row had they hr.d 
the advantage of a good High School 
education. 

And this brings up the question 
of our present school system We can 
not treat this irktter from a profe s 
ional standpoint, but can only give a 
few of aur own ideas regard!-g it 
an * deductions drawn from general 
observation. In the first place we 
wi’l say rd nearly everyone connect 
ed with the system will rav. thrt in 
many points it is not just what is 
needed You say. then why rot alter 
it. That sounds easy and would be 
easy if our legislators and education¬ 
al pl’ots had unlimited finance at 
tht ir disposal. Today our taxes are 
about all tH.t can be borne, and if 
w> Consider additions to our present 
system, and Manual Training Schools 
and a train of other things that must 
fo low, our taxes would be simply un 
beatable. 

A c sumi-g then that we can afford 
only or.e complete course, what s^all 
w‘ have? Do all our boys and glr’s 
want to be farmers. lawv r ". doctors 
teachers chemists, or all of any one 
dar,. Why no certainly r.ct. we 
must have diversification. Then we 
are faced with the question of how 
to get it. 

We often hear the accusation that 
all our present system does is to pre¬ 
pare it s pupils for the Teaeuing pro 
fission, -nd that If they follow' any 
other line tha.t their High School 
years are more or less wasted. We 
certainly do not agree with this crit¬ 
icism. Look around you today and 
see if there is ro difference in the 
methods, plans and procedure of the 
young fanner who has a H’gh School 
education back of his work, and the 
me who hadn’t? Who is filling our 
clerical and office positions, the High 
School graduate, or the sixth, seven 
th or eight Grade pupils Look ar¬ 
ound in any wa’k of life, go into the 
individual cares and see where you 
find the best chances for success, and 
*ce if you do rat come to the con¬ 
clusion that the High School educat¬ 
ion under the present syrtem does 
not give it’s graduates a better grip 
on life generally, and a better idea of 
how to cope and find a solution 
with the problems of life. We are of 
the opinirn that if anyone will be 
fair and uobf sed in their observat¬ 
ions they will come to the conclusion 
that the clays their boys and girls 
sport in High Shcool were after all 
very profitable days. 

Wc are not unmindful that the cur 
rleulum is heavy, that there Is much 
sunnlementary reading to be done. 

• nil that a number r»f the subjects 
may reem of very little actual worth 
Granting all these things, aid not 
havi--g any constructive suggestions 
as to changing the matter to make it 
mere effective or more practical, 
under our pi 2 cent existing conditions 
s a Province, we say all success to 
our Educational system a id all 
glory to the men and women who 
arc giving the very best of their 
study and expeiVnce to our bays 
and girls, in order that the youth of

The Why of Education 


THE RECORDER RAYMONU.AI u 


(By Prof. A. E. Ottewell) 


« •. • t 


Educationists today are on tho da 
fcnsivc: Budgets for school purpoaM 
are growing by ldips and bounds; 
buildings and equipment become more 
expensive year by year; teachers are 
demanding higher salaries; courses of 
study lure growing more complex and 
exacting; the man in the street is 
questioning the soundnes of our prog 
ramme and asking: "What is the 
goal?" This awakening interest is 
a hopeful and healthy sign, provided 
we can give lan adequate reason for 
faith in education. 

Space forbids any lengthy discuss 
Ion of a question on which whole 
libraries have been written. Only a 
few vital considerations can be men ( 
tinned. It Is proposed here, to ment¬ 
ion but three headings for brief elab 
oration. Firstly, education is necers 
ary to promote greater economic ef¬ 
ficiency. From the dawn of history 
a premium has been placed on efficle 
ncy. The man who excelled in any 
line of endeavor reaped rewards great 
er than those of his less expert fel¬ 
lows. He was and is sought out, im- 
H -ted and envied. And sooner or lat 
er it has been seen that such a man 
has something to contribute to the 
we’fare of society. As the social ex¬ 
periments of history have unfolded 
and the idea of the responsibility of 
society for individual welfare has 
grown, views Wive changed regard¬ 
ing the value of such productive skill. 
At first, individualism ruled men’s 
thinking; now socialism—not in its 
narrow meaning as being an economic 
or political creed dominates out thru. 
No man can in any sense live by or 
for himself alone: that Which benefits 
the individual benefit society, and 
society needs to capitalize the Individ 
ual. Race experience has created a 
body of technical knowlede embodied 
in libraries, workshops and social in 
stitutions of all kinds. Taster have 
been acquired for a more elaborate 
and expensive scale of living; greater 
productin is needed to maintain that 
scale and all must be trained efTicie 
ntly to play their part. Education of 
a more or less formal nature is our 
answer to the demand for increased 
productivity. It does not seem to 
matter what name the social or eco-. 
omic system bears, greater efficiency 
in production must spell greater com 
frt in living. Kxcept for narrowly, 
privileged group which arc due to 
disappear in the near future, we can 
not use that which we do not make. '

And unless our progress is to be 
checked, a commensurate portion of 
the fruits of education must be re in 
vested in it to ensure continued 
economic efficiency. 

But of course there Is little use 
living or making a living unless life 
be made worth while. It must yield 
us personal enjoyment or it Is not 
worth the effort to survive. And 
whence comes the greatest pleasure of 
a human being? Surely in the use 
of his peculiarly human qualities of 
mind So long ad we think of our 
physical needs alone, we arc on the 
same level ns the other animals; but 
when we consider this second point, 
we step into an area peculiar to hum 
anity. So far as we definitely know, 
animals, other than man have littl* 
or i.c sense of relailM-'; when IninviJ 
late needs are met the future holds 
no terrors. Man alone looks back 
into the past relates it to the presente 
and drawn conclusions from which he 
projects irto the future; consequent- 
lie is much concerned with the why 
and wherefore of things. Hi* mind 
is a never ceasing interrogative. The 
effect of this curiosity, at first, was 
to make him a prey to fehr. Man 
alone experiences that greatest of all 
terrors^ the fear of the unknown. In 
his early efforts at explanation he peo 
pled the universe with count’ess spir¬ 
itual beings, many of them inimical 
to his welfare and happiness. In his 
our present Ay religions arc many an 
achronistic survivals of early relig¬ 
ions which were concerned chiefly 

with driving bargains with myster¬ 
ious personified forces. The imagina 
tion is staggered when we try to re¬ 
create the fear haunted world of pri¬ 
mitive man: lightning was the we: 
oon of an offended Deity; all uuusua’ 
happenings were regarded as dire t 
interference of active, highly spec¬ 
ializing spiritnal beings. From this 
It followed naturaMy th'.t crop fail¬ 
ure, famines, pestilence and misfor¬ 
tunes of all sorts were punishments 
for offences, of sins of omission and 
commission wilful’/ or ignoran.ly 
committed In time, a cult of me li- 
cine men exorcists or pics’s grew up 
who held the uninitiated in fear. 

Such a state of afTairs continued 
everywhere until recently, and pre¬ 
vails yet in primitive commun ties. 
But with the growth of scientific 
knowledge, ignorant superstition was 
forced back by degrees urtil today 
in so-cal’od civilized countries of the 
western world at least u radical cha 
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Kdilcd'Ljr 
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CRIEPLED CHILDREN 

A crippled child to the majority of 
people, is a child who i 3 deformed 
physically, or wh 0 is without part of 
a limb. This is hardly a correct view 
point because a child whose body is 
damaged or deficient in any way Is 
a cripple. The chi'd who has a dam¬ 
aged heart is just as much a cripple 
as is the child who has lost an arm or 
leg. 

Crippled children should have the 
extra attention which they require on 
account of their handicap in order to 
make life as nearly normal as possible 
ft>r them and to guide their education 
so that they may become self-support 
ing (adults. 

There is a general willingness,, 
which is altogether commendable, to 
lighten the burden and to brighten 
the lives cf those children who are 
physically handicapped. In this age, 
despite all the criticisms which are 
being heaped upon it there exists, 
more than in any previous age, an ap 
predation that every child has a right 
to a fair chance in the world. 

While it is true that the crippled 
chi'd Should be helped the sight of 
such a child should not only be an 
inspiration to help him, but should 
It d us to determinationj to help to 
prevent any diild from becoming 
cripp'ed. Do the most that can be 
done for the crippled ohild. and he 
will still be handicapped in life’s ven 
turc; far better would it have been 
to have prevented the disability 
entirely. 

To a large extent, crippling may be 


prevented. Tubeculosis of the bones 
in childen is one cause which a n be 
largely controlled by using only milk 
which is pasteurized, and thus made 
safe und rendered free from danger 
of its carrying tuberculosis to the 
child. Another means is by protecting 
ttie young child from exposure to any 
case of tuberculosis. 

Infantile P.ra'ysis (Poliomyelitis) 
is one of the common causes of crip 
pllng. the treatment with convales 
cent serum before the paralysis dev 
elopes is of course, the best proven 
tive measure, as such treatment will 
usually prevent the paralysis and the 
subsequent crippled condition. If the 
pi ralysis does deve’rp, then proper 
care will d 0 a great deal to prevent 
serious crippl’cg. If such cases are 
not under proper care, the resul s 
will be much more serious than they 
would be hod proper treatment been 
given. 

The damage to organs of the body 
which cripples the child, c .n in very 
many cases, be prevented by safe¬ 
guarding the child frr*n such discas 
e s as measles and scarlet fever which 
often leave permanent damage in 
their trill, by proper treatment of 
conditions such as St. Vitus’ Dance 
and discharging ears, and by the cor¬ 
rection of such conditions as diseased 
tonsils and teeth before they have a 
chance ti do any P .mage to the vital 
organs of the body.
